How He Looks, and Speaks, and Smiles— 
His Address in Full. 

The chief thing about Mr. Depew's speak- 
ing is a tone, a caste. One feels what one is

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW. —he is vigorous, cul- 
tured, magnetic, and always at ease.

slightest hint of eccentricity. One 
might say rather that he is an 
after-dinner talker emphasized into an 


orator. He stands weli up to six feet, 
broad-shouldered, with head thrown well 
back, loose-limbed, and easy of motion. His 
nose is strongly outiined as the noses of 
great men are supposed to be, Altogether a 
fine-looking man. One might take him for 
eitner courtier or soldier. As a matter of 
fact he is aeither. 

Something better perhaps. 

A typical American. 

While Mayor Cregier showed his poor taste 
by cracking a ciownish jeer at the men 
whose guest he was Mr. Depew sat quietly in 
his chair ana eyed the floor. 

A SPLENDID WELCOME. 

When the introduction was finished he 
stepped to the front of the platform, stood 
for a moment with his hands behind his 
back, glanced over the crowded hall, and 
swept the galleries with pleased eyes. For 
the applause had come. It rolled like a sum- 
mer storm—that of Monday night, for in- 
stance—from one end to the other of the 
big room. As it died away the orator bowed, 
took a step to the front, thrust his left 
thumb in his trousers’ pocket, and smiled. 
Mr. Depew’s smile may not be a work of art, 
but it is equal to any that Perugini 
put. on the faces of his cherubs. 
Somehow or other it reminds one of 
the south wind and violets and caramels 
and a horse that can be driven with one 
hand. It made an old heart young to see 
that smile. 

Then the address, the oration—what one 
will—began. 

Mr. Depew turned from one side to the 
other as he threw his pretty periods first to 
the right and then to the left. It reminded 
one of the little girl who walks down ahead 
of the bridal procession and scatters roses 
this way and that. 

The gist of the speech was of sterner stuff. 
When one talks of the great, big, good 
American Republic and of the golden, 
glorious West and newspapers one must 
needs use stark gestures. 

And they came.

That is the art of oratory. 

MR. DEPEW’S ADDRESS. 

Ladies and Gentlemen? WhenI received the 
invitation of the Press Club of Chicago to de- 
liver its annual address I supposed that it 
desired a free and easy chat from a layman upon 
journalism. It is the peculiarity of every in- 
dividual that he wishes to be thought: dis- 
tinguished for something other than that upon 
which he has made his reputation, and of every 


organization in the professions or the trades 


that on their commemorative occasions they de- 
sire to be advised by some one who Knows in- 
finitely less about their business than tney do 
themselves. But I soon discovered that your 
club wanted from me neither criticism nor 
praise, but the discussion of a subject common 
to us all. ; 

It is, however, proper for me to remark that 
the rest of the world is entitled to at least one 
day in the yearupon the newspaper men. For 
three hundred and sixty-five days they oracularly 
direct us in our opinions, walk, and conversation ; 
they give us our politics, our estimates of pub- 
lic men. and our views upon all current questions. 
The American people are eminently practical, 
their wits are sharpened in their own 
affairs, and their thoughts concentrated 
and intent upon that which immedi- 
ately interests them. Asa result the larger part 
of every community have no opinions uatil they 
have read their party and religious papers. For 
a man like myself, who reads them all, the most 
curious of studies isto gather te reflex of the 
editor’s views in the confident expressions of my 
friends. Whatever responsibility—anda it is 
great—may rest upon the lawyer with the lib- 
eral latitude allowed him under his re-’ 
tainer, upon the preacher with his unre; 
strained opportunity to speak, upon the 
teacher in molding the minds of his students, 
the largest responsibility of ail rests upon the 
ournalist. A former gener ation believed that 
liberty of the press would lead to such license as 
to endanger public morality and destroy private 
character. They feared that there could be no re- 
dress from the assaults of the press except by per- 
sonal violence or murder. The results of a liberty 
far beyond that dreamed of at any former peri- 
od, a liberty which is curbed by neither the law 
of lipel nor the verdict of juries, have been found 
in the main entirely satisfactory. Independence 
and opportunity have created a journalistic con- 
science by which the common view of the press 
protects the individual against unjust attack of 
any one of its members. |Appiause. }

The hundreds of mill 
ions of dollars which will be poured into your 
midst will so quicken the pulse of your trade, so 
attract population, so energize enterprise that 
your numbers, business establishments, and 


wealth will mount up by leaps and 
bounds, [Applause. ] You may not 
have here the art treasures illus 


trating the genius of the old masters, which have 
been the attraction of the exhibitions in Europe, 
nor the crown jewels which have astonished 
their visitors, but you can have the priceless an- 
tiques and the best works of the greatest artists 
of foreign schools which the culture and wealtfi 
of our citizens have brought to this coun- 
try. [Applause.] You will not exhibit, as 
did the Parisians, the dwellings of man- 
kind fromthe cave and lake cottage through 
Venetian, Egyptian, Etruscan, Greek, Roman, 
and Medieval architecture, down to the last 
Parisian palace, but you will, from the mound- 
dweller, from the Indian tepee, and from the 
early settier’s cabin, trace the rapid progress of 
our people, within the memory of men still liv. 
ing, from savagery to conditions which not only 
materially but artistically compsre favorably 
with the accumulated results of thousands of 
years in the Old World. [Applause,] 
A PARADOX OF PROGRESS. 

Above and beyond the material results of this 
exhibition will be its stimulating influences upon 
the patriotism of the people and the unity of the 
Nation. Itis one of the paradoxes of progress 
that diffuse and universal intelligence tends to 


provincialism and local pride and the 
refinement of the intellect to angles 
and points. There was a time 


when the weekly 7ridune reached every town in 
the West, and Horace Greeley’s opinions were 
the bond of common sentiment and National 
union, but the Associated Press distributes with 


| impartial hand the news of the world to the 


newspapers in every city in the land. 
The result is that the journals of every 
town go to the public only as far as the 
train can carry them during the morning hour 
or before the family clock strikes the note for 
retiring. Universal circulation all over the 
country is no longer possible to any newspaper, 
and the editorials of the local press mold the 
opinions of their people. 

Under these conditions the New York editor 
does not write for Chicago aor the Chicago ed- 
itor for St. Louis. If the Eastern of Western, 
or the Southern or Pacific coast press treat 
at all the interests of other sections, it 
is too often in an unfriendly and critical spirit. 
It is in a tone which depreciates or assails their 
distant countrymen and makes them not only 
rivals but enemies. From this cause multitudes 
in the East believe the West. given up wholly to 
the pursuit of money and deficient in the culture 
and refinement of long-organized and intelligent 
communities. Multitudes in the West regard 
the people of the East as effete and 
weak — excrescences upon the 
politic, or leeches in the form of gold bugs and 
coupon-cutters. [Laughter.] The press of the 
South inculcates a sectional pride and sensitive- 
ness which suspects an enemy in the mildest 
critic and hostility in every other section. But 
the fierce light of universal publicity which will 
beat upon this Exhibition and the commingling 
here of citizens from every part of the Union 
will do much to demonstrate that we are one 
people, with common interests and a common 
destiny. [Applause.] 

TRIBUTEs TO THE WEST. 

Three years ago in London at dinner I sat be- 
side Robert Browning, the poet. He said to me: 
„Ot all the places in the world, the one which, 
from its literary societies, sends me the most in- 
telligent and thoughtful criticisms Upon my 
poetry is Chicago.” [Applause.] 

In this, the grandest temple of music the earth 
has ever known, the queen of song. who had en- 
raptured the sovereigns and the courts of Eu- 
rope sang toan audience of sovereigns as ap- 
preciative, as enthusiastic, and far more numer- 
ous than ever she had faced in the capitals of the 
Old World. Applause.) 

With the broad, generous, and catholic. spirit 
which will mspire the visitors to this Exhibi- 
tion the West will discover that the East with 
its conservatism, intellectuality, and prosperity 
has not lost its vigor, and the East will find that 
the West with its stalwart force and push and 
drive is abreast with the East in intelligence, 
culture, and refinement.

CALIFORNIA ALREADY AT WORK. 


Preparing a section of a Big Tree for Ex- 
hibition at the Fair. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 5.— Special. — 
Preparations are being made by Neal Girard 
Van Doornum of Cramer, Cal., to take out a 
section of a bie redwood tree for exhibition 
at the World's Fair at Chicago in 
1898. This will be the largest section 
of any vig tree ever taken from California, 
measuring as it does ninety-nine feet in cir- 
cumference and thirty-three feet in diameter. 
The section to be en will be nine feet in 

and sixty feet iu circumference. It 

divided- into three cuts, 

The first cut is one 

ght by twenty feet in 

diameter. This cut will be split once across, 

making two half rounds. The next will be 

seven feet in height by twenty feet in diam- 

eter and will be holiowed out, leaving the 

bark and sap and about four inches of the 

timber. The last cut will be the same as the 

first, allowing all the timber to remain and 

only splitting once, All three cuts will be 
set up together when on exhibition. 

The big tree is to be taken from the mam- 
moth forest in Tulare County, located ff 
miles east of Tulare City. The work of feil- 
ing the tree has already begun. Ten skilled 
workmen have been engaged and are 
busy at work. Tue saw to be used 
in getting out these sections 1% 
twenty-two feet in length, and 1s said to be 
the largest crosscut ever made of one piece 
of steel. It will take teu men at least two 
months to complete all the work to be done. 
Considerable time will be required for the 
timber to dry, as the weight af green red- 
wood is very great. Everything will be in 
readiness long before the proper time arrives 
for shipment. 

Three fiat cars wil] be necessary for trans- 
portation, as the total weight will not be less 
than 65,000 pounds. The big tree will not be 
placed on exhibition prior to its trip to Cm- 
cago, to which city it will be shipped direct 
from Porterville. 

There may be more than one big tree in 
the California Department of the World’s 
Fair. J. McKiernan of Pieasant Valley 
has already got out a section of a tree sixty- 
five feet in circumference and seven and a 
half feet long which he has already trans- 
ported to Visalis. Itisin sections, with tne 
bark and six inches of the wood all securely 
bound together with iron 80 that it can 
be taken apart and set up like a 
huge hogshead. The owner of this unique 
exhibit is wiling to sell it for $2,000, and 
will then donate $500 of the amount toward 
the State’s exhibit.

Prices; Emblazoning, Depicting, and En- 
graving Family Coats-of-Arms, Crests, Mot- 
toes, Etc.” 

The letter contained a batch of fifty bilis 
for collection. They were against some of 
the most promineat people in the country, 
and were for engraving family coats-of-arms, 
crests, mottves, postage-stamps, printing, and 
stationery.

SOLD TO THE STANDARD. 
Large Ou Producing Interests About to 
Change Hands. 

New York, June 5.—[Special.]—Negotia- 
tions are now pending in a transaction 
which may prove to be one of the most im- 
portant operations recorded in the history 
of petroleum. They have reached a 
stage which forbids the idea of their 
failure. There is every prospect 
that at an early date the control of the four 
largest oil-producing companies which own 
territory in Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
will pass into the hands of the Standard Trust 
interests. The companies are the Forest, 
the Union, the Anchor, ana the Washington, 
together with the smaller interests attached 
to them. The amount involved in the trans- 
action will reach several millions of dollars, 
and a large proportion of the current pro- 
duction and of the most promising lands in 
the petroleum region will become the prop- 


erty of the controlling refining company. 


The Union Oil company has a capital stock 
of $4,000,000 and has recently been paying 8 
per cent dividends. The capital of the For- 
est Oil company is $2,000,000 and it pays 8 
per cent. Ihe Anchor Oil company has a 
capital of about $1,200,000 and yields 6 per cent 
to the sbareholders. The capital of the 
Washington Oil company is $1,000,000. The 
purchase is said to be of the capital stock of 
all the companies except the Anchor. 
The property of the latter company 
is bought outright. Estimates place the 
producing property owned, leased, or con- 
trolled by the four concerns at close upon 
300,000 acres. The territory is all the way 
from the Bradford field, in McKean 
County, Pennsylvania, to the fields 
around Pittsburg and in the 
promising territory of West Virginia. 
Counting m the yield of some subordinate 
concerns, the transaction will place in the 
control of the Standard from 800,000 to 900, 
000 barrels of petroleum a day. Ihe compa- 
nies that are absorbed are the most impor- 
tant in the Pennsylvania fields. 


TILDEN’S WILL SET ASIDE, 


Judge Beach Decides That the Trust Pro- 
vided For Is Il'egal. 

New York, June 5.—[Special.|—Acting on 
the decision of the general term of the Su- 
preme Court holding that tne clause in the 
will of Samuel J. Tilden providing for the 
establishment of the Tilden trust, to maintain 
a tree public 
in this city, 1s void, Judge Beach has given a 
decision in favor of Col. George H. Tilden, 
the nephew of the Governor. Col. Tilden’s 
suit was brought chiefiy to set aside 
the thirty-fifth clause in the will, by 
which the residuary estate was left to the 
Tilden trust, or if that purpose could not be 
carried out that it was left to the executors 
for such charitabie and scientific purposes 
as they might deem proper. Judge Beach 
now holds. that this trust is illegal and 
void and incapable of being carried into 
effect. The Judgedeciares that as, to the 
entire residuary estate Mr. Tilden died in- 
testate, and the executors must render an ac- 
counting of it ana pay over to Col. Tilden 
tne proportion to which he is entitled.

Result of Yesterday’s Elections in the 
Provinee of Ontario. 

@ Toronto, Ont., June 5.—[Special. }|—The 
Ontario elections which took place today 
were the most exciting that ever occurred in 
the province.

On these issues the battle 
was fought and the Administration has been 
sustained by a sweeping majority. The 
Mowat Administration are in sympathy with 
the opposition at Ottawa, and it, being a re- 
form Government, strongly favors closer 
trade relations with the United States. 


FATAL EXPLOSION ON A TANK STEAMER, 


One Man Burned to Death and Others In- 
jured by Fiying On. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 5.—About 5 o0’clock 
this afternoon an explosion occurred on the 
German tank steamer Hans and Kurt, tying 
at the works of the Atlantic Oil company at 
Point Breeze on the Delaware River, in the 
oil district of Philadelphia. The explosion 
set fire to the vessel and wharf property, al- 
most destroying the former and burning 
a brick storage building. Joseph H. 
Quinn, aged 36 years, of No. 820 Jack- 
son street, shipping clerk for the refining 
company, was on board the steamer when the 
explosion occurred. He was covered with 
burning oil and ran ashore, where every 
effort was made to quench the flames, but he 
was burned so badiy that he died soon after 
being removed to St. Agnes’ Hospital. Har- 
ris Shonholtz, aged 87 years, a hoseman of 
Engine No. 4, while at work on the fire, was 
overcome by heat and inhaled smoke. The 
physicians have no hopes of saving his life, 
John Karl Wuent, aged 42 years, carpenter 
of the steamer, was badly burned. Henry 
Camven, aged 40, had both feet and portions 
of his body badly scalded. John E. Stoney 
William nn, and Henry Spoud, e loyed 
about the works, were more or less seriously 
burned by the fiying oil.

Fortieth Anniversary Celebrated—History 
of the Church. 

Tne Welsh Presbyterian Church, corner of 
Monroe and Sangamon streets, celebrated its 
fortieth anniversay last night. The church 
was well filled when the services were 
opened with prayer by the Rey. Mr. Will- 
iams of the Humboldt Park Presbyterian 
Church. Dr. H. O. Rowiand of the La Salle 
Avenue Baptist Church then deltvered an 
address of welcome, after which Elder David 
Jones gave an account ot the organizatuon 
and history of the church. The first efforts, 
he said, that were made toward establishing 
a Welsn Presbyterian Church in Chi- 
— were in 1850, when a place for 
ho ding services was rented on the cor- 
ner of Randolph and Canal streets and 
the Rev. Moses Williams was put in charge. 
For six years prior to this time, the speaker 
said, there had been Welsh missionary work, 
but no regular church service. In the spring 
of 1852 the congregation erected a place of 
worship on Besplaines street, between Rau- 
dolph and Lake, the Rev. Moses Wiiliams 
continuing tm charge. In 1853 the Rev. 
Reese Evans, from Racine, Wis., was made 
pastor of the new church and staid three 
years. There was another interim when the 
church had no regular pastor, but in 
1864 the Rev. David Williams was 
called. He was superseded by the Rev. 
Moses Williams in 1870. Then there was an 
interim of no services until 1874, when the 
Rev. David Harries, the present pastor, took 
charge. The Rev. Harries is now journey- 
ing in Europe for his health. The congrega- 
tion continued to bold services on Despiaines 
street until 1867, when it erected the building 
on its present site. It now numbers about 
400 members.

The reception extended to the Hon. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew last night was one of which 
any American might be proud. The vast 
Auditorium was crowded with an audience 
which represented not alone the taste, 
culture, and highest intelligence of the 
city, but all classes and parties, show- 
ing in a remarkable degree the univer- 
sal esteem and admiration felt for the genial 
speaker. The oration is printed elsewhere, 
and speaks for itself. Though the subject 
was not of his own choosing, and, so far as 
aiscussion and suggestion are concerned, has 
already become weli nigh threaabare, when 
treated with Mr. Depew’s Vigor and grace of 
style it at once commended itself to an audi- 
ence which listened with close attention and 
expressed its enjoyment in the most enthusi- 
astic manner. 

Perhaps the most satisfactory of all Mr. 
Depew’s statements is that which reflects 
upon the attitude of New York towards the 
Fair. If any man is authorized to speak for 
his own State itis Mr. Depew. When, there- 
fore, he declares that New York bas no ani- 
mosities, no jealousies, no enmities” as the 
outcome of a friendiy rivalry, and that 
he is here to say wa all that it 
is in her power to do will be done 
for the exhibition in Chicago,” we 
have the right to accept it as an official state- 
ment made in the most friendly manner by 
his own State and not as an empty compli- 
ment or a perfunctory assurance.

forzetting also “the priceless antiques and

“eign schools which the culture and wealth

„ mound-dweller, the Indian tepee, and the 
“early settler’s cabin.” The American idea, 
indeed, lies at the basis of the Fair as Mr. 
Depew conceives it, with such representation 
as can be obtained from aboard upon assur- 
ances from the Government that it is a Na- 
monal and not a corporauon undertaking. 
From this point of view, indeed, Mr. Depew 
sounds the very keynote of the project.

„Either let us have an exhibition, National 
“and international in its character, fostered 
“and fathered by the United States, or none at 
“all. Let the generosity of citizens, the 
efforts of your great municipality, the as- 
**sistance of your Commonwealth be given 
“without stint, but behind, to supplement all 
_ “deficiencies and to meet all obligations, let there 
stand the majesty of the United States.“ 
Organized and inaugurated upon this founda- 
uon, as Tar TRIBUNE has more than once 
pointed out, the Fair will be a success. 

It is needless to call attention to the purely 
historical and sentimental portions of Mr. 
Depew’s address, which are illustrated with

THE DEMAGOGICAL PALMER. : 
Gen. Palmer’s speech to the Springfield 
convention occupied about three-quarters of a 
Tripune column. Had the demagogy been 
squeezed out of it it would have shrunk into 
two or three short paragraphs. The abbre- 
viatea speech would have been far better for 
bis own reputation than the one which was

When they come into Illinois it is the purpose 
of the Democracy that they shall answer these 
acts at the bar ** opinion. They shall be 
asked: Why is it that our people of the new 
State of Montana shall not ve allowed Senators 
that represent them?’ They will be required to 
ans wer these things. They will be asked to tell 
what the people of the State of Illinois have done 
that the power of controlling their own elections 
shall be taken from them and placed in the 
hands of itresponsible Federal officers. These 
things will be asked these gentiemen, and they 
will hot escape by wrupp ng their Senatorial 
toga (I believe that is what they call it) around 
them and refusing to answer, Cat 


With what election law is Illinois threat- 
ened? Some have been introduced in the Sen- 
ate and House on the subject of the choice of 
Representatives and Presidential Electors, 
but it is known that they have special refer- 
ence to those Gulf States where for years 
there have been no free elections, and in some 
of which, like Mississippi and Louisiana, the 
voice of a majority of the voters has been sti- 
fied. Were similar frauds to exist in Illinois 
such legislation would be imperatively needed 
here, but with memorable exceptions in some 
of the large cities those frauds do not exist 
north of tne Ohio. 

They have been known to happen, how- 
ever. Had it not been for the existence of 
United States Supervisors and Marshais at 
the Chicago polls a few years ago a Demo- 
cratic State Senator would have been seated 
instead of a Republican one, and a Democrat 
would have been sent to the Senate in the 
place of Gen. Logan. But for a Federal elec- 
tion law the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois would have been 
defeated. There were some persons in the old 
Eighteenth Ward of the City of Chicago who 
ought to have been deprived of the power of 
conducting their own eiectuons,’’ There 
are some in the present Twenty-fourth Ward 
who ought to be siripped of the power of 
conducting their own elections.” 

What does Gen. Palmer mean when he 
talks of “irresponsibie Federal officers’? 
Are they any more irresponsible than the 
election judges and clerks of tne old Eight- 
eenth or present Twenty-fourth Ward! 
Why is a Federai officer more irresponsible 
than a State one? If he violates the law 
there are laws to punish him. If he is in- 
efficient he can be removed. 

If it were not for those wretched State- 
sovereignty notions of Mr. Palmer he would 
not talk after such a fashion. He seems im- 
bued with the idea that there is an irrepres- 
sible conflict between State and Federal offi- 
cials, and that it is the duty of an lilinoisan 
to look with distrust on every representative 
of the great Federal Government, whether 
an IIlinoisan or from some other State, who 
happens to come within the boundaries of 
Illinois. 

Cannot he learn that the National Govern- 
ment has its rights and that they are greater 
than those of a State? Cannot be under- 
stand that the National Government has 
well-defined mghts when it comes to the 
election of the members of its Lower House, 
and that when State trauds vitiate results it 
has a richt tointerfere? There are admitted 
frauds in certain Southern States, and it 
propeses to intervene: there for its own pro- 
tecuon. There are Dallot-box thieves, as 
experience has shown, in Iliinois. Should 
their numbers increase, and should they 
begin to control Nawonai elections, then the 
National Government would intervene here 
as properly as in South Carolina, and not 
even the shield of State sovereignty held out 
by the strong arm of Gen. Palmer would be 
abie to protect them. 

It is time for these assaults on the Nation 
by an old man who once fought in its service 
to cease. He who serves tne Nation holds as 
honorable and as responsible a position as he 
who serves the State. The President is as 
responsible as the Governor of Illinois, a 
Represeutative in Congress as a member of a 
State Legislature, a Federal supervisor as a 
precinct election clerk. Only a demagogue 
or a man whose brain was filled with me 
cobweb sophistries of State . sovereignty 
would say otherwise. } 

As tor the Senators from Montana, what 
have IIlinoisans to do with them, especially 
under the State-rmghts Palmer doctrine? 
The Senate is made the judge of the elections 
and qualifications of its own members. It 
exercised that right. Gen. Palmer is not yet 
a Senator, and is concerning himself a httie 
too soon with something which is the ex- 
clusive prerogative of the Senate. The ac- 
tion of that body in the Montana case ap- 
pears to have been justified by me law and 
the facts, and the people of Montana have 
accepted it cheerfuily. Why, therefore, 
should Illinoisans be stirred up about it? 


COLLEGE DRAMATIC PERFORMANCES. 

Some of the undergraduates of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan have figured of late in 
public exhibitions which have not been of a 
commendable character and which have re- 
quired a prompt and unrelenting enforce- 
ment of discipline to restrain the exuberance 
of spirits of the young gentlemen concerned. 
It is not likely that the parties engaged in 
these Unseemly displays imagined that they

The drift of undergraduates towards dre- 
matic representations, especially of the clas- 
sical sort, is an interesting feature of modern 
college life. Harvard set the example a few 


years ago with the “(idipus Tyrannus” in 


the original Greek, to which Prof. Paine set 
the choruses in very stately music. Siace 
then there have been several dramatic 
performances dy collegians; though con- 
fined, we believe, to the university stage. 
Sophocies’ “Antigone,” Plautus“ “The 
Two Captives,” and Terence’s Ader. 
phi” have been given. The young 
ladies of Smith’s College have caught the 
fever and are about to bring out a choral 
version of the immortal poem of Job.“ 
Btudents of several colleges have given cred- 
itable performances of Engiish comedies and 
farces, but we believe this is the first occa- 
sion where undergraduates have gone away 
from home to present one of the old ciassics 
in the original text. It need hardly be said 
that they will receive a cordial welcome in 
Chicago, for until our own university raises 
its stately proportions on the Midway plais- 
ance Ann Arbor will hold the favorite place as 
our great Western university and her alumni 
will turn out in large numbers. Over and 
above this there will be a general interest on 
the part of the public to be present and en- 
courage the praiseworthy ambition of its 
students, 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM, 

The platform adopted by the Illinois Demo- 
crats at Springfield Wednesday differs from 
previous productions of the same party only 
by being more demagogical, and more evi- 
dently made for the purpose of catching a 
vote here and a vote there. Itis a series of 
claptrap appeals, with one of which the 
party thought it might strengthen itself in 
Chicago, with one in Egypt, with another 
among the Germans, with another among the 
coal miners,and with another among the 
farmers. 

Although Gen. Palmer had stated before 
the convention met that nine-tenths of the 
people of the State would be satisfied with a 
reasonable amendment of the Compulsory 
Education law, curbing the powers of school 
directors, and although Judge Prender- 
gast, who is a pretty good Democrat, 
pieaded that the matter be not lugged 
into the campaign, de delegates 
resolved that the law must de at once re- 
pealed.” On this point Gen. Palmer is 
better than his party, but heis not the one 
who is to act. The Democratic Senators and 
Representatives, if in the majority, will have 
charge of the school question. They will re- 
peai the existing law. Whether they pass 
anything im its place is uncertain. If they 
think doing so will lose them a solitary vote 
they will not. 

It is true that this blunt declaration of the 
platform for the repeal of the law is followed 
by some vague and mushy assertions of de- 
votion to compulsory education as the Demo- 
crats understand it, but these fluid and un- 
certain phrases do not contain a solitary ref- 
erence to the teaching of the English language 
in the schools, which formed a part of the 
original Chicago bill. Therefore no bill which 
a Democratic Legislature may pass will guard 
the right of every child to be taught the offi- 
cial language of the country. This is a point 
the Republicans will never yield, and there 
they will make their fight. 

The McKinley bill is denounced, and, if the 
junior Democratic organ of this city is al- 
lowed\to have its way, this will be made the 
leading\feature of the contest, especially in 
this city, whose wage-workers nearly two 
years ago voved that they preferred the Mills 
bill, which they understood reduced duties, 
to the McKinley plank of tne Kepublican 
platform. In this and other cities the work- 
ing men have come to believe that ultra pro- 
tection does them no good, as they are in 
some way cheated out of their share, and 
hence they want to try the experiment of 
lower duties, I? the Senate, however, should 
deal with the McKinley bill as it ought to be 
dealt with the Democrats will be deprived 
of their prohibitory tariff ammunition and 
will be forced to fall back on State issues. 

One of the plauks of the platform, inserted 
apparently to please Majah Jones, is an as- 


sault on the State Board ot Equalization, 


charging it with discriminating in favor of 
the large corporations and trusts at the 
expense of the farmers, ana asserting that 
the latter pay over 75 per cent of the 
taxes, when, as was shown recently 
by Tan Trisuns, they do not pay half 
of the State tax, which is the smallest and 
least burdensome of all. The attack on the 
State Board is prompted by one Democratic 
member and does not reflect the sentiment 
of his Democratic colleagues, who know that 
under the present revenue law the board 
cannot raise the iow assessments of the Town 
Assessors and therefore has to assess 
railroads lower than it otherwise would. If 
the convention had been sincere it would 
have favored the amendment of the revenue 
law. 

Some of the planks, like those déclaring in 
favor of economy and against “class legis- 
lation,“ are pure bunkum, and those concern- 
ing the Montana Senators, the Ship Subsidy 
bill, and the removal of “all unnecessary re- 
strictions from the coinage of silver“ cut no 
figure ina State election. As to the choice 
of the Senators by the people, it cannot be 
done without an amendment to the United 
States Constitution, and there 1s little likeli- 
hood of thai. 

So far as the platform is concerned there 
will be but two leading issues—the McKinley 
bill, if it passes, and the Compulsory Educa- 
tion law. The Democrats will be for the re- 
peal of the latter and the Republicans for its 
amendment by the elimination of any offen- 
sive and unnecessary provisions it may con- 
tain, never surrendering, however, the one 
for the teaching of the English language. To 
these things the fightuag will be practically 
limited, unless Gen. Palmer invents some 
new demagogical device like the Pinkerton 
business of 1888 and tries to make his great 
fight on that. 


SOCIALISM IN THE ENGLISH HOUSE OF 
LORDS, 

The recent debate in the Eeglish House of 
Lords on State socialism, for to that extent 
itreached before it was over, following so 
closely upon the recent overtures of Em- 
peror William to the working people, is one 
of the most significant sigus of the times 
and indicates that the extension of the suf- 
frage franchise, the Irish land agitation, and 
the new relations of iandiord and tenant 
have made a serious impression upon the 
Tory leaders in Great Britain. 

The immediate source of the debate was a 


measure for improving the condition of the 


London poor by giving them betier tene- 
ments. The Eari of Wemyss took strong ex- 
cepuons to the measure, arguing that the 
feeding and educating of the poor should be 
reached by private effort and that the Gov- 
ernment should undertake nothimg which 
could be accomplishea by individualism. 
“With treedom of contract and individual- 
ism assailed,” said the noble Kari, “ and 
State help substituted for self-heip, the fiber 
of the nation will be destroyed. Undoubt- 


_ edly this position represents the sentiments 


of the English novility, Dut the significant 
feature of the debate was whe positive 
manner in which Lord Salisbury antagonized 


it and the remarkable concessions which he 
wade as the leader of the Conservative party { 


+. 
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osition should not de prajudged or condemned 
because it had a socialistic oriein. The mint 
and the post-office were socialistic and yet 
justifiable. In his estimation, socialism mean 
tne doing ot something by the State which 
might be done by private persons for the 
sake of gain, and “sometames this was an 
unwise thing to do and at other times a wise 
thing.” He wus not prepared to deny that 
there were many weaknesses and 
alarming eviis in the relations of 
labor and capital and that they 
are responsible for socialistic agitation. “ We 


| are bound to do ali that we can to remedy 


those evils,” says Lord Salisbury, “ even if 
weare called Socialists, knowing that we 
are undertaking nonew principle or striking 
out on no new route but are simply pursuing 
the long and healthy tradiwon of English 
legislation.” 

This isa new and courageous position for 
the English Premier to take, as it commits 
the Government to the promise that it will 
not refuse to pass a legislative measure sim- 
ply because it has had asocialistic origin. To 
this extent it is a significant concession in the 
quarter where heretofore it would have least 
been expected, and itis a concession which 
it may well be imagined has caused conster- 
nation in the ranks of the English nobility. 
It may be that Lord Salisbury has become 
don vinosd ia his own mind that Socialists 
will never be satisfied until taeir experi- 
ment has been tried and that it is politic to 
concede to them whatever is reasonable. 
Certainly there is no stronger or safer Gov- 
ernment than the English to attempt this 
business. The Socialists will never be satis- 
fied until they have had the opportunity to 
try their experiment, and it is safe to say 
they will never be convinced of its folly until 
they have tried it. Meanwhile if the Engiish 
Government can by concessions remove any 
of the evilg in the industrial system which 
have occasioned socialistic agitation it will 
be a great triumph, and will go far toward 
suppressing socialism itself. 


WHAT WILL THE WESTERN SENATORS DO? 

Tue Finance Committee appears to be mak- 
ing reasonably fast speed with the McKinlev 
bill and will soon report it back to the Sen- 
ate, where for the first time it cun be fairly 
considered on its merits. It will then be- 
come necessary for the Senators from Uli 
nois, Iowa, Kansas, Wisconsin, Nebraska, 
and the two Dakotas, but one of whom—Mr. 
Allison—is a member of the committee, to 
decide on the course they must pursue. Will 
they be for their constituents who have been 
sending in protests against the bill or against 
them? Will they try to add to their burdens 
or to lessen them?! Will they turn their 
backs on their own people and vote to enrich 
a few Eastern manufacturers and create 
more trusts, or will they be taithful to the 
principles on which wey were elected to the 
Senate! 

If the representatives of these Western 
States cannot show that the McKinley bill 1s 
a wise economic and party measure it is 
their double duty to vote against it. Their 
only excuse for giving it their support shoulda 
be that it conferred some direct and ap- 
preciabie benefit on their constituents which 
more than made good any burdens that it 
might impose. Are they able to specify any 
such benefits? 

It may be said that it will add to the value 
of the wool crop, which, by the way, is not 
as important an industry in the North- 
western States as the eng crop. It is claimed 


that the Mcxuinley bill will make each fleece | 


seil for 12 cents more. Assuming that it 
does, $60,000 will be added to the selling 
price of the wool crop of IIIinois or of Iowa, 
each State having about the same number of 
sheep. This scanty sam will be divided 
among those few farmers who have sheep— 
one-quarter perhaps of the total number of 
agriculturists. A man who has twenty sheep 
will be benefited to the tune of $2.40 a year. 
That is all that he will owe to the McKinley 
bill. 

But the Western States do not and cannot 
raise ünything like the quantity of wool 
they consume. The wool clip of Illinois does 
not equal half a pound per head. The con- 
sumption is over ten pounds per head. 
Therefore an increase in the cost of wool 
must be a damage rather than a benefit in 
the ratio of twenty to one. For every dime 
that comes into the State through higher 
prices for wool $2 will go out of it through 
the higher prices tor woolens, and the farmer 
who has gained $2.40 on wool will fina 
when he has paid his year’s bills for woolen 
goods for himself and his family that he isa 
heavy loser. 

The increased duty on wool and woolens 
will add 108 millions to the yearly bill of the 
people of the United States for those articles 
ot personal wear and household use into 
which wool enters. As Iowa, lilinois, and 
the adjoining States are far to the north and 
use more than the average quantity of wool, 
their share of this 108 miliions will be dis- 
proporwonately large. Seven or eight mil 
ions of it will fall on this State ana four on 
Iowa. Win $60,000 paid extra for wool offset 
this? 

Can the Senators from Illinois point out 
anything in the McKinley bill which will 
make good to their constituents what these 
additions to the wool and woolens schedule 
take from them? Far from it. They will 
find in almost every paragraph additional 
burdens imposed on them. Linen, silk, and 
cotton goods, jute and jute goods, linseed-oil, 
tinware, cutlery, hardware, even the food of 
sick children are made more expensive. 
What excuse, then, have they for supporting 
the bili? Where do they hear a word from 
the West in its favor except from a few pa- 
pers which do not give the sentiments of their 
readers? Eastern monopolists talk into pho- 
nographs, and the cylinders, placed in the 
editorial columns of these sheets, grind out 
the praises of McKinley and his bill. From 
every body else they hear angry protests. 

A measure may be economically right ana 
yet politically inexpedient. The McKinley 
bill is as clearly the latter as it is not the 
former. That party which was forced by 
talse friends into such an act of idiocy as 
increasing the duties on carpet wools, which 
are not grown in this country and cannot 
and will not be, which also made the duties 
on many articles absolutely prohibitory so 
that it became possible for a trust to control 
their manufacture, could not expect to meet 
enything at the polis but crushing defeat,

ARE TEMPORARILY CLOSED. 
Mayor Scared into Making a Show 
i Against the Gamblers... 8 
Superintendent Marsh said yesterday that 
he issued no orders Wednesday evening for 
the closing of the gambiing-houses. “We 


ö nad the usual meeting ot Inspectors on that 


day,” he said yesterday, at which several 
topics were discussed, among them gamb- 
ling. I reminded the rs that vigil- 
ance was called for in this matter, and what 
was done was the result of tne general order 
for the suppression of gambling.” Mr. 
Marsh can hardly expect that anybody will 
believe his statement in this respect. Special 
instructions were given Wednesday for clos- 
ing the gambling-houses at 12 p. m. that day. 


Those special instructions were acted on by 


the police. The gamblers were duly notified. 
The houses were closed 9 

Tune agitation on the subject growing out 
of Aid. Roth’s resolution and the visits of 
Messrs. Field and King to the Mayor have 
heiped to make Mr. Marsh a trifle vigilant. 
It is believed, however, that the rule will be 
soon relaxed. It would not have been se- 
verely enforced, perhaps, but tor the absence 


of some of the boss gamblers who were in 


attendance at the Democratic convention at 
Springtield. 

Mayor Cregier went to the needless trouble 
of denying through his official organ yester- 
day that Henry W. King or Marshall Field 
had threatened him that they would with- 
draw from his bond. Nobody said that Mr. 
King or Mr. Field made any such threats. 
But Mr. Pieid did suy that it was in bis ca- 
pacity as bondsman he went to Mayor 
Cregier to urge him to suppress cambling. 
It was supposed then that if gambling 
was not suppressed Mr. Field, as an honora- 
ble man, would withdraw from the bond, 
and that bis friend, Mr. King, would foliow 
his example. Cregier yet pretends to say 
that mere has been no gambiing recently in 
Chicago. The records of the courts give the 
lie to bis denial. The assertions as to the 
existence of gambling have been made in his 
official organs—tne ald and the Wenning 
/ost—neariy as freely as they have been 
made in THe TRIBUNE and the News. All 
those assertions can de fully substantiated. 
Affidavits have been offe to Mayor Cre- 

ier in verification of the statements, but he 

as ignored them. The Mayor now tries to 
get out of the difficulty by picking up a quar- 
rel with a newspaper man, who has only 
diligently done what the management of his 
paper told him to do. The most serious charge 
which Mr. Cregier brings against the news- 
paper man in question is based on the wild 
tal of Frank Collier after the mu- 
nicipal election of last year, when 
he was certainly out of his 
head. It is a sad commentary on Mr. 
Cregier's gratitude that he gladly availed 
himself of the services of the newspaper 
man in question when he was a candidate for 
Mayor. The newspaper manin question, by 
the way, denies point blank that he ever sug- 
— to Frank Collier to intercede with 
yor Cregierin his behalf. Some ieading 
Democrats, including Mr. Samuel B. Chase 
and Judge McConnell, urged him to become 
a candidate for the Chief Clerkship of the 
Water Office, but he positively declined. 

“Tue TRIBUNE'S informant was mistaken 
in saying that either Mr. Field or myself had 
any intention of withdrawing our names 
from the Mavor's bond,“ said Mr. Henry W. 
King yesterday. “lamsorry that both of us 
left the city Wednesday afternoon so that it 
was impossible to correct whe statement. 
We certainly did go to see him to remon- 
strate with nim about tne prevalence of 
gambling, but we never held a club over his 
head in that fashion. [No such statement 
was made in Tus TRIBUNE concerning Mr. 
King or Mr. Field.| We had not intended to 
do anything of the kind, and we do aot now. 
Both the Mayor and Mr. Marsh declared pos- 
itively that there was no open gambling. 
Whether there is or is not 1 have no per- 
sonal knowledge. The Mayor said it was all

“Tt does when it’s enforced. When it 
isn’t of course it does harm by creating a 
contempt for laws iu general It’s just like 
temperance legislation. The old soaks can’t 
be reformed. They will have their liquor 
anyhow. But the young men are kept out of 
harm’s way. The old, inveterate gambiers 
will gamble just the same, but they'll be eat- 
ing each other up, and they’ll soon stop for 
want of material. It is the working people, 
the clerks and o\hers who earn the money 
that they play with, that these gamblers 
want to entice into their places and fleece. 
If gambling goes on with open doors, and 
lunches are set out and all that, young fel- 
lows are induced to come up, and they get 
the gambling fever, and then they go to 
ruin. I never played in a gambling-house in 
my life. I’ve got too much sense for that.“ 

*Do you think the law oughtto protect 
people from their own foolisiness?’’ 

“IT think the law ought to prohibit robbing 
scLemes and devices to trap the 2 But 
that isn't the point. It isn't for the Mayor 
to say whether or not such and such a law 
is a foolish law and ought never to have been 
made.

Then if the people don’t like it 
they can have it repealed. That's their busi- 
ness.

Shippers Pay the Agreement Rates. 

Shippers paid 1% cents on corn to Buffalo yes- 
terday, and would have taken more bouts than 
offered at that figure. The line agents take much 
credit for the advance, but the natural course of 
the market had more todo with it than any 
agreement. Vesselmen were predicting 2 cents 
on corn next week, but by that time the une 
boats, now badly bunched at Buffalo, will be on 
the market again. They will take some 700,000 
or 800,000 bushels a day, and with outside ton- 
nage may equal the demand. For corn to Mon- 
treal 6 cents was freely bid. There is some talk 
of advancing through lake and rail rates, but as 
ten days’ notice is required agents fear the boom 
will be over before they can take advantage of 
it. Bay rates show no sympathy with 
Buffalo, and cannot well advance in face of the 
lake and rail rate of 9 cents on corn to New Eu- 


and, 

At Toledo 1 cent a bushel for carrying corn to 
Buffalo was paid, the lowest rate in the history 
of that port. Buffalo coal shippers got all the 
boats they wanted. Erie Canal traffic is light. 

The Warine Review says: The Gogebic 3 
is showing all the increase in ore shipments this 
season, and the demand for wild carriers from 
that poiot has been fair for several days at $1.10, 
with any increase in down freights from Chicago 
or Escanaba. A large fleet of vessels would go 
that way, as large cargoes and fair freights upon 
coal would result in better profits for big boats 
than are now realized in e Lake Superior 
trade. Coal freights are hardly as good as they 
were. Duilness at Buffalo has caused Cleveland 
shippers to look for lower rates to Lake Michi-. 
gan, and two or three carriers have been secured 
at 55 cents to Milwaukee. Sixty cents or proba- 
bly 65 cents might be had on two or three car- 
goes of Chicago, but it is difficult to get boats to

IN PERIL AT WEST POINT, 


A’ Woman’s Narrow Escape from a Cavali- 
ry Charge. 

Wiser Pornt, N. T., June 5.—With their 
sabres flashing and their horses going ata 
gallop, fifty-four cadets of the United States 
Military Academy chased a fear-stricken 
woman from the parade ground Tuesday 
evening. They didn’t mean todo it, but they 
were trying to execute an order given by 
their commanding officer, and the woman, 
who was nota good runner, and who evi 
dently thought cavalry never charged except 
in battle, happened to be in the way. Her 
life was spared, but she will never forget the 
experience of this day; neither will her hus- 
band. This is how it happened 

The members of the first 4 of the acad- 
emy, all expert riders, gave an exhibition of 
the cavalry company and battalion school a 
short time before sunset on the parade 
ground, Capt. Dorst of 
the officer in charge of cavairy instruction 
at the academy, was in commanc, and just 
as the cadets came charging down the parade 
from the further end, their horses thorough- 
ly warmed to their work, they were ordered 
to wheel. Inan instant the line began to 
sweep toward that portion of the ground 
which was 1 by several hundred peo- 
= and general scattering ensued. A 

portly woman of middle age stood 
— er husband, who was smoking a cigar, 
piacidly gazing at the column. They were 
some distance from the other spectators, and 
by the time they realized thst the program 
was not being strictly followed all the others 
were out of danger and watching them. Th 
poor woman didn’t utter a word, but sh 
started bravely for the nearest sheiter. Fear 
anda desire to make quick time left their 
imprint on ber face, and the artist who could 
have caught her expression as she bore down 
on the safety line would have won imperish- 
able fame. Fast asshe could go, the horses 
gained rapidly, and it really lookea at one 
moment as if she would be run down. By a 
superhuman effort she managed to get out of 
re and then she fell against a bystander, 
who considerately supported her until she re- 
covered her strength. 

Her husband stood where she left him, and 
the cavairy swept past him on either side, 
giving him the biggest fright of his life. 
Altogether it was an exciting episode, due to 
a slight miscalculation of time, distance, and

AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Proceedings of the Sixty-fourth Annual 
Meeting at Saratoga Springs. 
Saratoca Sprines, N. L., June 5.— [Spe- 
cial.j|—The sixty-fourth anniversary of we 
American Home Missionary Society has 
brought together here a vast number of Con- 
gregationalists from every part of the United 
States. A summary of the reports of the 
Secretaries and tne Treasurer makes an in- 
teresting exhibit. The missionary iaborers 
number 1,879, of whom 452 were appointed 
during the year, and they are employea in 
forty-five States and Territories as follows: 
New England States, 441; Middle States, 121; 
Southern States, 55; Southwestern States, 
95: Pacific Coa st, 166; Western States and 
Territories, 1,001 The aggregate of 
missionary labor rformed is 1,204 
years. Seven missionaries have been 
in commission as pastors, and 181 have 
preached m foreign languages. Sunday- 
school and Bibie-class scholars aggregate 
about 142,000: The organization of 311 new 
schools is reported, and the number under 
the special -care of missionaries is 2,282. 
Over 10,000 persons have been added to the 
churches. me hundred and eighty-four 
churches have been organized in connection 
with the labors of the missionaries within 
one year, and fifty-six have sane the en- 
tire support of their own Gospel ordinances. 
One hundred and sixty-nine ae of wor- 
ship have been completed and twenty-one 
are in course of erection, 172 materially ee 
paired or improved, and the buildin 
many others commenced. Nine chapels 45 
3 built and eighty-six parsonages ong

SENATORS DISCUSS SILVER, 


Mr. Sherman Against Free Coinage—The 
Legislation of 1873. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 5.—In the 
Senate the Silver bill was taken up, aad Mr. 
Hiscock addressed the Senate in opposition 
to the free coinage of silver. He believed 
that a majority of the people were opposed 
to opening the mints of the United States to 
the free coinage of the world’s silver. In his 
judgment the National Conventions of both 
political parties would, by decisive majori- 
ties, repudiate such a proposition. The last 
Democratic National convention had ig- 
nored the question aitogether, and the Re- 
publican National Convention (if the propo- 
sition had been submitted to it) would have 
rejected it by an overwheiming majority. 

r. Sherman then addressed the Senate. 
He had, he said, consented to the increase 
of circulation proposed in the bill—54,000,000 
ayear. He saw no objection to that, al- 
though he thought it a little larger tnan was 
necessary. He believed tha“ Treasury notes 
based on silver bullion would be as safe a 
substitute for paper money as could be con- 
ceived. He did not fear to give to those 
Treasury notes every sanction and value that 
the United States could confer. He did not 
object to their being made legal tender for 
ali debts, public and private. That was far 
preferabie to the free coinage of silver, be- 
cause with all the efforts made to get the 
silver doliars into circulation there was not 
one of them in circulation for every inhab- 
itant. , 

Passing to the question of the demunetiza- 
tion of silver in 1873 Mr. Sherman gave a 
history of that transaction, 80 as to set at 
rest for ever all the charges of bad faith ana 
conspiracy in connection with it.“ He de- 
clared that at that time the silver dollar was 
a thing of the past, lost to sight and memory, 
and ignored by two generations. It was no 
wonder that the Senator from Nevada (Mr. 
Stewart) did not know that the silver dollar 
was demonetized when he voted for the bill; 
tne only wonder was that he knew of its ex- 
istence. The silver dollar at that time was 
worth $1.08 as compared with gold. 

Coming back to the question of the bill he 
said that the result of tree coinage would be 
to demonetize gold and to cause it to be 
hoarded or exported. The free coinage of 
silver would be a reversal of the established 
policy of the Government from the begin- 
ning; it would limit the coinage to a single 
metai—and that silver. As sure as fate sil- 
ver would (with free coinage) be the only 
standard of money in the United States. 
The pound sterling would be worth $6 in- 
stead of $4.82, and the Americun dollar would 
be (as in colonial times) wortn three English 
shillings or four francs. 

In conclusion Mr. Sherman said that he 
would vote for any measure that would, in 
his judgment, secure and maintain a bi-metal- 
lic standard—one that would aot demonetize 
gold nor cause it to be noarded or exported, 
but that wouid establish both gold and silver 
asa common standard ata fixed ratio, not 
only in the United States but in ai: the na- 
tions of the world. This was no time fora 
radical change of public policy which seemed 
to have no motive except to reduce the bur- 
den of obligations freely tuken—a change 
that was likely to impair the public credit 
aud to produce disorder and contusion in all 
monetary transactions. 

Mr. Stewart gave, from his point of view, a 
resumé of the legisiative proceedings which 
hud resulted in the demonetization of silver 
in 1873. He declared that the amendment 
that demonetized silver was never read in 
either House. It was simply referred to in 
the conference as Amendment No. 6, so that 
no Senator og member knew what he was 
voting for. 

Mr. Sherman produced the original bill of 
1873 from the files of tne Senate to show that 
not only was the amendment read and voted 
cn in the Senate but that it was amended on 
his (Mr. Sherman’s) motion, and that when 
the conference committee considered the dis- 

uted section it was again amended in con- 

erence. 

After further discussion the Silver bill 
went over without action.

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IT IS A NEW QUESTION. 


A PECULIAR POINT IN THE CONDEM- 
NATION OF LAND FOR STREETS. 


Mrs. Marie Grieshaber Claims That the 
City Has Lost Its Rights by Long De- 
lay—Mr. Keeler Tried to Sell Mr. Trainor 
His Own Lot—The Usual Divorce Mill 
Grist—Legal Notes—The Record—The 
Call. 


Mrs. Marie Grieshaber raised a new and some- 
what peculiar question in Judge Shepard's court 
yesterday regarding the condemnation of land 
for opening streets. In 1885 the city began con- 
demnauon proceedings to open Sixtieth street 
from State street to Wentworth avenue. A part 
of two lots belonging to Mrs. Grieshaber was 
taken, a jury awarding her for compensation at 
the rate of $40 per foot. Though the verdicts 
were entered the money was not paid and the 
street was not opened, proceedings being still 
pending. Mrs. Grieshaber fled a bill to set 
aside the condemnation of her lots, alleging the 
new objection that because of the delay in open- 
ing the street the city was now barréd from con- 
cluding the condemnation. ' N 

Mr. Robinson for the city explained that the 
delay was owing to the fact that a right of way 
of certain railroads had to be condemned, and 
the matter was tied up in the courts for several 
years. There was no statute that be knew of 
limiting the time when streets could be opened, 
and there was no law that would apply in the 
case except the general principle that the city 
could not be forever engaged in opening the 
street. He also said that the reason of Mrs. 
Grieshaber’s-anxiety to prevent the condemna- 
tion was that she wanted the property con- 
demned over again, claiming that she was en 
titled to $150 per foot, the property having in- 
creased in value since 1885. Judge dhapard took 
the matter under a ent. 


Tried to fell Him His Own Lot. 

John H. Keeler, a real estate broker, sued 
John W. Trainor in Judge Anthony's court for 
$300 for commission for the sale of a lot on Wa- 
bash avenue. “I saw Keeler's board on my lot.“ 
said the defendant, and thought I would like to 
know what it was doing there.

JUDGE sMITH’S DECISION IN THE 
EVANGELICAL CHURCH QUARREL. 


Urging the Members to Forbearance—N , 0 


Bishop Esher’s Conference Was Held 
Without the Sanction of Any Rule of the 
Church— Bis Trial and Sentence of Sus- | 
pension Accorded Entirely with the Dis- 
cipline of the Charch. : 


Judge C. B. Smith Tuesday last — Ottawa, 
III., passed upon the question involved in the 
litigation about the Naperville Church of the 
Evangelical Association. After deprecating 
the misfortune of a church difficulty and ad- 
vising to forbearance, the Judge spoke as 
follows: ‘ 

But since you have appealed to the court it 
has but one duty. and that is to determine the 
law. I see no mystery congected with any of it. 
You have all become members of this ecclesias- 
tical association; you have all piedged ;

or body of members any authority to 
rebel. Rebellion can have no right ex by 
force, it has no lawful anutoority.
